Annual Depreciation on Buildings 
? connection with the Federal Income Tax Sched- 
ules, the question has been raised as to what de- 
preciation should be placed upon buildings, and a 
Joint Committee of The Chicago Real Estate Board 
and Building Managers’ Association, after considering 
this subject, suggests the following percentages for 
this purpose: 
Frre-Proor STEEL BUILDINGS AND 
REINFORCED CONCRETE BUILDINGS: 
Depreciation One (1%) Per Cent. on buildings five 
years old or less; two (2%) Per Cent. on buildings 
more than five years old. 
Mitt ConstructeD BUILDINGS AND 
Fire-Proor APARTMENT BUILDINGS: 
Depreciation Two (2%) Per Cent. on buildings five 
years old or less; Three (3%) Per Cent. on build- 
ings more than five years old. 
Brick AND LatH BuILpINcs, INCLUDING 
OrDINARY FLat BUILDINGS: 
Depreciation Three (3%) Per Cent. to Four (4%) 
Per Cent.

Change of Size in Concrete Forms 
HE question of change of size of columns in the 
successive stories of a building is one of cost. 
The expense of changing the forms is usually greater 
than the cost of the concrete saved on small columns 
where the reduction is less than 3 inches, and on large 

columns where the reduction is less than 2 inches. 

It is often not economical to change the size every 
story. Frequently when the column would otherwise 
be reduced, it is desirable to use the size of lowest 
story columns in order to avoid the expense of splicing 
at the sides and bottoms of forms for beams and gird- 
ers. Sometimes when the upper floor has a lighter 
load to carry than the lower, it would be possible to 
reduce the size of beams. Economy in form work 
dictates that the depths may be reduced but not the 
widths, because this would require splicing out all 
the floor panels and joists, which is more expensive 
than the saving in concrete in the beams.

Decorative Value of Tile Flooring 


By A. B. LeBoutillier in the Contract Record 


[LE floors have a practical value; 

they also have great decorative 

value, and it is with the latter 
that we are at present concerned. Ow- 
ing to the peculiar limitations of the 
material and the methods of manufact- 
ure, tiles are necessarily small units. 
To cover a large surface with these 
units, obviously requires joints. There 
fore, the joints, as well as the tiles, 
should be given importance in the de 


sign. From a designer’s point of view, 


the limitations of a material are its 
greatest asset, each material requiring 
its own peculiar treatment 

Not many years ago, all the tiles that 
were available for floors were of thi 
machine-made variety, so perfect 
workmanship that they could be laid in 
a floor with joints of a hair’s breadt] 

Conditions have since changed, and 
we have come to realize the value 
of the joints. It is seldom necessary to 


lay a floor of plain tiles with joints less 
than one-quarter of an inch in width. 
Whether these joints are left the 
natural color of cement, or are colored, 
they will always count in the design, 
and the slight uneveness of the tiles them- 
selves will give a texture that is not 
as hard and uninteresting as the floors of 
mechanical perfection. 


The character of the building and the 
location of furniture and rugs affect 
the design of the floor. If the floor is 
an important room of a monumental 
building and is free from large pieces 
of furniture, it may well be treated so 
as to be in accord with the architectural 
treatment of the walls, but if there 
is to be much furniture and many 
rugs on the floor it is better treated as a 
whole. This is a point that is often 
lost sight of in railway waiting rpoms 
and restaurants. 

Church floors afford as great an op- 
portunity for tile work as the windows 
do for stained glass. Much could be 
said on this subject alone, but it is 
sufficient here to make the following ob- 
servation: The nave aisles should be 


simple, the choir somewhat more ela- 
borate, and the sanctuary very rich in 
pattern, symbols and color. In short, 
the elaboration increases as the altar is 
approached. 


It is not necessary to use large tiles 
in a large room to get scale, as the 
tiles can be arranged so that the unit is 
composed of several small tiles, and 
the scale of the pattern increased or 
reduced at will. 


It is not essential that all the tiles 


aid in a floor come from one factory. 
Herein has the tile setter great advant- 
age, especially in colored tiles. In the 
matter of shapes and designs, clay is 
so easily moulded that there is almost 
no limit to the variety that the smallest

There are many patterns that have 
been common property ever since the 
beginning of tile making, and are to be 
found, with slight variations, in many 
tile manufacturers’ lists. New designs 
can be readily produced and old ones 
revived; the process is simply a model 
in clay or wax, from which a plaster 
mould is made, then the clay pressed in 
by hand, removed from the mould, 
dried and baked; a simple process, to 
which tiles owe much of their charm. 
The difficulties are in composition of 
the clay and glazes; these, of course, 
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it is assumed, have been overcome by 
the manufacturer.

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How to Build a Plank Frame Barn’* 


SIMPLE AND COMPLETE DIRECTIONS FOR 


F late years, the plank frame barn has become 


very popular in many sections of the 
country. 

There is good reason for this popularity, because this 
type of barn saves in cost of lumber, provides more 
storage room for hay, and is much more easily built 
than the old-time heavy timber frame. 

The building of the plank frame barn requires no 
timber thicker than 2 inches. Girders, trusses, purlins 
and tie plates are built up of two or more planks, 
4 to 12 inches wide, if the barn is not wider than 40 


feet. There is seldom any rea- 









son for a greater width than 4o 


feet—in fact, 36 feet is usual, 
because foundamental conditions 
make it advisable to build the 
barn for two rows of cows, and 
the measurements for alleys, gut- 
ters, stalls and

With the old-style heavy timber framing, the cutting 
of the mortise and tenon joints required a great deal 
of skill and labor. And since a truss, like a chain, can 
be no stronger than its weakest point, many of the 
heavy timber frames are not as strong as they may 
appear—the joints being only as strong as the thickness 
of the timber in the tenon. 

Girders built up of planks retain the full strength of 
the entire timber, and are just as satisfactory in every 
way as the solid timber girders of the same area.

The building’ of the plank frame barn is compara- 
tively simple. If you could see such a barn in the 
process of construction, you would realize that it 1s 
so easy to build that carpenters of special previous 
experience are hardly required. 

No scaffolding of any kind is needed, and if the right 
method of raising the trusses is followed, no difficulty 
will be experienced. 

It might be of interest to many, to note the various 
steps in the building of such a barn. 

First, of course, is the excavation for the founda- 
tions; good practice requires that this extend below 
the frost line. 

Sometimes the first story is built of concrete or 
stone. Where this is done, the ventilating intake flues 
may be of galvanized pipe, set in place and the concrete 
poured, or the stone laid, around them. Such intakes 
are shown in the third photo illustration. 

Many object to the concrete wall, however, on the 
eround that it transmits too much moisture. It is also 
somewhat more difficult and more expensive to set win- 
dow frames and intake flues in stone than in the frame 
construction. 

The practice preferred by many is to build the foun- 
dation of stone or concrete to the window bases, com 
pleting the first story with a frame wall—2 by 8s or 
2 by 10s form-

How Barn is Raised 
When all the trusses have been finished, the first

truss 1s placed in position at one end of the barn 

This is usually done by placing the truss on the 
floor, with the feet of the truss at the places where 
they are to rest when the truss is raised; with the 
top toward the center of the barn. 

Blocks are then spiked to the joists at the proper 
points, to keep the feet of the truss in place while 
being raised—the feet of the truss resting against these 
blocks and pivoting on them. 

A gin pole (one of which is shown in the third photo 
illustration) is erected at the end of the barn in the 
center, leaning at an angle of about 45 degrees towards 
the center of the barn; a block and tackle is rigged, the 
rope passing over the gin pole, and attached to the 
upper parts of the truss. 

A horse or team is hitched to the block and tackle, 
and the truss quickly raised to position; it is then 
braced temporarily, as shown in the first photo illus- 
tration. 

A gang of men can do the same work, but the horse 
or team is cheaper. A few men with guy ropes are 
needed, however, to steady the truss until it is upright 
and braced in place. 


The second truss is then raised in like manner, and 
as soon as it is up the girts are added, as shown in 
the second picture. 

Then one after the other the trusses are put in place, 
the girts being spiked on as you go along. The end 
girts can be added at any time convenient. 

To put on the plates no scaffolding is needed, since 
it is easy to climb up on the truss itself. 

The next step is to put the purlins in place, raising 
them to position with block and tackle.

Experts in the forest service who have been investigating 
the preservative treatment of timber offer the suggestion that 
ties and poles which have been immersed for some time in 
the waters of the lake ought to be impervious to decay if 
the salt is not leached out by the action of elements. It has 
been suggested that this can be guarded against, for example, 
by painting the butt of the pole with a coat of creosote, 
which will keep out the moisture and keep in the salt. 
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Preventing Serious Accidents 


on Swinging Scaffolds 


A NEW SAFETY DEVICE FOR PAINTERS AND OTHER 
ROPE WORKERS. 

AVE you ever stopped to consider the number 
of skilled and unskilled men who are every 
day earning their money by suspending from 

a rope—either from a painter’s swinging scaffold or 
a boatswain’s chair? Painters, sign makers, cornice 
workers, and many other men engaged in building 
work have to work on scaffolds hung from above by 
ropes, and raised and lowered by block and tackle. 

In spite of the always present element of danger, 
the swinging scaffold is the only economical way to 
handle these jobs. 

The rope scaffold is safe enough too, if one uses 
ordinary care. Ropes can be depended on not to 
break, and cornice hooks or other fastenings above 
are usually trustworthy, and the scaffold itself, espe- 
cially when provided with an outside rail, is just as safe 
as any other scaffold. 

The one danger point has always been the control 
line. Frequently the man or men on the scaffold have 
to pull themselves up and down as their work pro- 
gresses. Even with block and tackle it is a heavy 
lift, especially when the scaffold is loaded with paint 
buckets or other building gear. The men have to un- 
tie, then hoist, and then tie up again; and right there 
the accident happens. A sudden weakness, a cramp 
in the arm, a little fumble or mistake in grasping the 
rope—any one of these is enough to send scaffold and 
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man hurtling down to serious injury or even death. 

| know this only too well, as I worked with ropes 
and on rope scaffolds all my life. I have gone down 
myself, and have heard my mates cry out and have 
seen them crash down, all because of trouble in tying 
up. Some mischance or sudden weakness causes the 
man on the scaffold to let loose of his control line, 
and he doesn't have to wait half a secoid for the trouble 
to begin. 

[ have worked out a safety device Uiat does entirely 
away with this old danger. It is very simple. and 
costs practically nothing. | am glad to give all build 
ing tradesmen who use rope hoists for doing any part 
of their work the benefit of this life-saving discovery 
of mine. M:zke it a part of your rigging on your boat 
swain’s chair, and on every hoisting line on your swing 
scaffold. It will save serious accidents, and sudden 
death, itself.

In the first photograph you can plainly see a short 
piece of rope (2 or 3 feet long), spliced to the eye of 
the block.

In this picture 
| am sitting in my boatswain’s chair with the control 
line “tied up” by means of the Blackwall knot, put 
around under the pulley hook in the regulation way. 

Now, as all rope workers know, this is a secure fas 
tening, but to raise or lower the scaffold or chair, the 
workman has to grasp the control line, throw his 
weight on it, and unhitch the Blackwall. [From then 
on, until he is in the new position and the new tying-up 
operation has been properly done, his satety is entire], 
dependent on his own strength of arm. If he loses 
his hold, even for an instant, he is a goner. 

My little 3 feet 
of rope is the 
safety appliance 
that stands be- 
tween this man 
and sudden 
death.

hitches do not interfere with the action of the control 
rope; when hoisting, it slips through very easily, but 
if there comes a sudden jerk on the control rope from 
the other side, the half-hitches tighten right down and 
hold rope and scaffold fast. 

The second photograph shows the double half-hitch 
knot around the control line. The third photograph 
shows better what this double half-hitch is and how to 
tie it. I have made this just as clear as I know how, 
because, | want every working man to use this and get 
it just right. 

The fourth photograph is a better view of this rig- 
ving—showing all the knots, and especially the two 
half-hitches in the safety line, which is just beginning 
to tighten down and take the weight In the fifth 
photograph the knot is pulled tight, and the safety line 
is bearing all the weight. I am now ready to “tie up” 
as rope workers call it, in other words, ready to tie 
the Blackwall knot, and this view sh=-s just how this 
is done. This is the simplest kind vc: knot imaginable, 
just a twist under and into the pulley hook, which 
tightens against itself and holds fast. 

After the Blackwall knot is tied the man must push 
down the two half-hitches, until the load is on the 
lackwall knot. 

When the time comes to release, pull down on the 
‘ontrol line, release the Blackwall knot. (The half- 
hitches are on guard all the time.) If the operator 
wants to go up he holds one hand below the hitches, 
and the man below will pull him up, the hitches sliding 
along easily. When at the place to stop he tightens 
the hitches and is ready to tie up again.

Talk No. 21—Roof Construction 


THE BOSS TELLS ABOUT DIFFERENT KINDS OF ROOF LOADS AND SHOWS HOW TO FIGURE SIZE 


OF RAFTERS 

66 HAVE shown you fellows,” said the Boss, “how 

to figure about everything up to the roof. Now 

is a good time to begin to consider the design- 

ing of roof members, and to gradually work into the 

designing of roof trusses. You have probably noticed 

that roofs are supported by rafters, rafters and purlins, 

or by a combination of rafters, purlins, and trusses. 

Roofs may be flat, pitched, or of the gambrel type, each 

requiring some little difference in figuring. Even with 

this difference in the method of calculation, there are 

certain fundamental principles which apply in all cases 
and which we should know. 

“The ordinary loads which a roof has to support 
are classed as the dead load, snow load, and wind load. 
If the roof is flat, or nearly so, and may be called 
upon to serve as a floor at any time, the effect of this 
so-called live load which may occasionally come upon 
the roof should be taken account of in calculations. 

“The dead load consists of the weight of the roof 
itself, and takes into account all the framing of the roof 
and the roof covering. Table 1 gives the weights of 
lumber per 1,000 feet board measure, while Table 2 
will supply the weights of ordinary roof coverings per 
square foot. An instance of the use of these tables 
will be shown a little later in the talk.

“The snow load consists of the weight of the snow, 
or snow and ice, which is likely to come upon the 
roof during the cold weather period. This quantity 
will vary in different sections of the country and with 
the style of roof, but should be taken large enough to 
cover the worst condition which may occur. Table 3 
will serve as a guide for ordinary cases, and is taken 
from Kidder’s Architects’ and Builders’ Pocket-Book. 

“The wind load consists of the load effect due to 
the wind blowing against the roof, and varies with

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the slope of the roof. Often the snow load and wind 
load are used as a combination quantity and stated in 
pounds per square foot of roof surface as in the case 
of the dead load. A general statement of this combina- 
tion loading may be taken as 30 pounds per square 
foot of roof surface in all parts of the United States 
for roofs of % pitch and over; 25 pounds per square 
foot for roofs between 2 and '4 pitch; while for roofs 


of less than 4 pitch, 20 pounds per square foot may 
be used in the Southern Pacific and Coast States, 30

pounds per square foot for the Central States, and 40 
pounds per square foot for other locations. 

“In finding the load carried by a single rafter, as in 
Fig. 55, we assume that this rafter carries a section 
of roof equal to one-half the spacing of the rafters on 
each side of this rafter, as shown between lines A A in 
Fig. 56, multiplied by the length of the rafter. Fig. 56 
shows the general distribution of loading for rafters 
and for purlins in a purlin and rafter roof. If the 
spacing of rafters in a roof is 24 inches on centers, each 
rafter would bear a section of roof 2 feet wide and 
the length of the rafter long. For example, each rafter 
in a roof made up of 2 by 8-inch rafters, 16 feet long, 
spaced 24-inch centers, covered with 1-inch yellow 
pine sheathing and cedar shingles would support a roof 
area of 2 X 16, or 32 square feet. The dead load would 
be found as follows: 

“One piece 2 by 8-inch yellow pine, 16 feet long = 
21'% board feet. 

“Thirty-two square feet of t-inch yellow pine sheath- 
ing = 32 board feet. 

“Total, 54 board feet, approximately. 

“From Table 1, at 4 pounds per board foot, 54 board 
feet yellow pine = 216 pounds. 

“From Table 2, 32 square feet of cedar shingles = 48 
pounds. This would make the total dead load carried 
by one rafter equal to 264 pounds. If snow load, or 
snow and wind load is also to be considered, the amount 
per square foot should be multiplied by the 32 square 
feet of area supported by one rafter and added to the 
264 pounds due to the weight of the timber. 

“In a similar manner, a purlin is assumed to carry 
the load brought upon it by the rafters in each half 


span on each side of the purlin. If the spans on each

side of the purlin are equal, the load on a purlin 1 
equal to that carried by a section of roof of an area 
equal to that between trusses and from one purlin to 
the next, as shown between lines B B in Fig. 56. At 
the ends of trusses, the purlins carry a load equal to 
one-half of that on the end panel of roof. 

‘To figure the size of a rafter when the span and 
pitch of roof, together with type of roof is known, 
we would first have to assume a distance between 
centers of rafters. This may be 12 inches for heavy 
loads, 16 inches, 20 inches, or 24 inches for light loads 
Then knowing the roof covering, a weight per square 
foot may be obtained from Table 2. This weight mul- 
tiplied by the area supported by one rafter will give 
the uniformly distributed load carried by one rafter. 
For example, a rafter 12 feet long and spaced 16 inches 
from its neighbor would support 16 square feet of roof 
(12x 1%). If this roof consists of 1-inch yellow pine 
sheathing covered with cedar shingles, Table 2 gives a 
weight per square foot of (4+ 1%) or 5% pounds. 
To this must be added an allowance to make up for 
the weight of the rafter itself. As an estimate, we 
might consider that 24% pounds per square foot of 
roof surface will roughly take care of the rafter. After 
the size of the rafter has been obtained, the calculations 
may be checked over again with the true weight 
included. 

“If this roof is % pitch, a load of 30 pounds per 
square foot may be added as the effect of wind and 
snow combined. This would make the total uniformly 
distributed load per rafter per square foot of roof equal

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to about 38 or 40 pounds. Or the uniformly distributed 
load per rafter would equal about 16 < 40 or 640 
pounds. 

“We would now apply Formula No. 1, Talk No. |

given in the table in Talk No. 5; M as % W/, as given

“The horizontal length to be used may be found for 
any pitch of roof, by knowing that the pitch of the root 
is expressed as the height of center or ridge above 
plate divided by the span between plates. That is, a 

pitch would mean that the rise is equal to 2 the 
span. Then, if the length of the rafter from plate to 
ridge is 12 feet, the horizontal length would be found 
from the formula: 
(rise X rise)-+(%4span X 14 span)= length X length. 
All of these quantities are in feet. lor the case above 
this would mean that 2 times the (14 span X 1% span) 
= 144, or the (1%4 span X % span) = 72. It is readily 
seen by trial that (814 X 8%) is nearly equal to 72, 
therefore the 14 span must be about 8% feet. Use this 
value for / in Formula No. 1. 

“Filling in Formula No. 1, we have

Solving, 4? = 25 (nearly), or, since h X h=25, h 
would equal about 5 inches. The nearest commercial 
size to this would be a 2 by 6-inch timber. 

“Other kinds of timber, other pitches of roof, and 
other spacing of rafters would be treated in a similar 
manner. The table of bending strengths of timber 
given in Talk No. 5 will be of service in this connection. 

“The rafter figured above is considered to be sup- 
ported at plate and ridge only, and is for a roof with 
rafters of equal length on each side of the ridge. 

“Purlins would be figured in a similar manner, tak 
ing W as the entire load brought upon one purlin by 
the method referred to above, and taking / as the actual 
length of purlin, in inches. The value of b would be 
ereater than 2 inches in a case of this kind, and could 
be assumed by the calculator.”

Use of Hand Books 


lo the Editor: 3rier Hill, Pa. 

Referring to “Talk No. 20 by the Boss” in March issue, 
1914. I desire to submit the following, which I hope will 
be accepted in the spirit it is made, and which is for the 
benefit of the Apprentice who probably knows nothing of 
the Moment of Inertia—Section Modulus or the meaning of 
either. 

The Boss understands perfectly the subject he is handling, 
and no doubt is thoroughly appreciated by the more advanced, 
but the craftsman whose early education has been much neg- 
lected, and probably limited to the three R’s, will likely derive 
some benefit from the following also, which is the Boss’ 
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subject, that is, “What size of steel I-beam 32 ft. in length 
between supports, will be required to safely support a brick 
wall 32 feet by 9 feet by 1 foot thick?” Now, a wall 32 
feet long, 1 foot thick and 9 feet high, contains 32 times 1 
times 9 equals 288 cubic feet, and the Boss says one cubic 
foot of brick weighs 125 pounds,. then follows 288 times 125 
equals 36,000 pounds weight of wall to support. 

From the above we will proceed to find the approximate 
size of the I-beam and will use a fibre stress of 16,000 pounds 
per square inch. Now 36,000 times 32 equals 1,152,000; please 
turn to page 98, Carnegie Steel Co. Handbook, column 12, 
“Coefficient of strength for fibre stress of 16,000 pounds per 
square inch.” Following down this column we find No. 
1,091,900, being the nearest number to correspond with 1,152,- 
000. This stands opposite to an 18-inch I-beam at 70 pounds 
per foot. Now, as I stated before, this gives us an approx- 
imate size of beam and a corresponding weight of beam, which 
we can assume as the proper weight with every degree of 
safety. Now, as the beam must support its own weight along 
with the weight of the wall, we will proceed once more with 
the same simple process, which will give us the desired in- 
formation. 70 pounds times 32 equals 2,240 pounds, equals 
weight of I-beam. 2,240 plus 36,000 equals 38,240, equals total 
weight of wall and beam. Then 38,240 times 32 equals 1,- 
123,680. Now again look at column 12, same page, same book, 
exactly same as before, you will find this No. 1,223,680 comes 
nearest to No. 1,247,600; follow this line across the page and 
you will find stated there a 20-inch I-beam at 65 pounds 
weight per foot. 

The above eliminates any intricate formula and I trust will 
be of some value to my fellow craftsmen.

Answer: We are interested in the letter from Mr. McKay 
and agree with him that it is advisable for all of the “calcu- 
lating squad” to provide themselves with the handbook of 
either the Carnegie Steel Co., Pittsburgh, Pa., or the Cambria 
Steel Company, Johnstown, Pa. These books may be obtained 
direct from the company at a small price. 

The object in presenting the matter as given in Talk No. 
20 by the Boss Carpenter was to show the method used in 
calculations of this kind without depending upon the other 
fellows figures. In fact, the Talks are intended as an educa- 
tional feature in addition to a means of obtaining an answer. 

We believe that Mr. McKay is mistaken in regard to 
“Moment of Inertia” and “Section Modulus,” as these quan- 
tities have been fully explained in these Talks. 

The Boss has hoped that the Talks were given in a plain 
manner, which would be understood by the average workman. 
Engineering terms were avoided where possible, and ex- 
plained as clearly as space would permit where it was neces- 
sary to use such terms. He has realized that it is difficult 
to make clear those points which really demand a previous 
knowledge of higher mathematics and mechanics, but believes 
that the “boys” have been able to follow the mathematics 
which have been given. 

We appreciate the criticism given by Mr. McKay, but believe 
that he overlooked the true object of the articles —EpiTor.

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Double Duct System of Ventilating 





EFFICIENT METHOD OF WARMING AND VENTILATING BY WHICH AMOUNT OF HEAT TO 
EACH APARTMENT CAN BE REGULATED 


By Harold L. Alt, M. E. 


NOTHER method by which ventilating air is 

conveyed from the heater to the various points 

of distribution is by what is known as the 
“double duct” system. This scheme is generally car- 
ried out somewhat in the manner shown in Fig. 1, 
and consists of blowing the air partly through the 
heater and partly through the bypass below into two 
separate ducts, the upper one carrying the hot air 
and the lower one the cold air. 
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ELEVATION OF DOUBLE DUCT SYSTEM 


Fig. 1. Flap-Damper regulates proportion of hot and cold air. 


This arrangement is continued until the bottom of 
the vertical flues going up to each room is reached. 
Here the upper duct with the hot air is connected 
into the vertical riser, as is also the lower duct, and 
the quantity of each kind of air entering the flues 
is regulated by some sort of a mixing damper which 
may be of the type shown in Fig. 1, or of another style 
as shown in Fig. 2. Raising or lowering this damper 
from the room above will result in graduating the 
air temperature from the hottest down to the lowest 
temperature point, which is at least low enough 
to take care of the variation caused by the position 
of the different rooms supplied. 

It is usually customary to make the hot air duct 
capable of supplying the required quantity of air need- 
ed for ventilation independent of the cold air duct, it 
heing assumed that under normal condition is will 
not be necessary to reduce the temperature of the air. 
The cold air duct is usually made from one-half to 
two-thirds the area of the hot air duct so that a maxi- 
mum of cold air supply of 50 to 6624 per cent can 
be obtained. 

ig. 2 is a typical detail of the flues running up 
to the rooms from the end of the double duct. In 
this case the damper is slid up and down by a chain 
pull overated from the room so that any desired tem- 
perature within the limits of the system can be 
obtained. 

Ventilation in this manner is much more successful 
and satisfactory if thermostatic control is used to 
operate the mixing dampers, a thermostat being placed 
in each room and a small air motor attached to the 
sliding damper which can be counterweighted so as 
to move with a very small expenditure of power. 
These thermostats can then be set so as to admit all 
hot air when the room is at 65 degrees or below and 


to gradually cut the hot air down and to substitute 
co d air as the temperature rises above this. 

If we assume that the hot air is heated to 70 degrees 
and that the cold air is at say 40, then a mixture of 
equal quantities of hot and cold air will produce an 
air supply to the room of 55 degrees which is a good 
deal lower than any properly designed heating system 
should ever demand. 

Thermostatic control is also installed on the heater 
coils, the same as previously described for the trunk 
line system, excepting that the thermostat in this case 
is not located in the room, but instead, is placed in 
the hot air duct turning on the coils so as to produce 
a constant hot air temperature somewhat above 70 
degrees. It is not necessary or possible to use a by- 
pass mixing damper so as to obtain the finer gradu- 
ations of temperature of the hot air as was used 
in the trunk line system, owing to the fact that this 
graduation is later secured by the mixing damper 
located in the base of each flue. 

These systems cost considerably more to install than 
the trunk line systems, owing to the fact that the 
cold air duct must be run, although the full area re- 
quired by a trunk line system of equal capacity is 
carried in the hot air pipe. On the other hand, the 
occupant of every room is enabled to have the air at 
the temperature desired. For instance, a gymnasium 
could be supplied with a much cooler air than a study 
room, although on the same system. The total air 
handled with a system of this kind for the same 
amount of ventilation is no greater than the trunk 
line system ; and the operat-

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Handling Warm Air Furnace 
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Getting Full Value Out of the Coal Bin 


SOME SPECIAL TYPES OF; HEATERS AND BOILERS FOR WHICH EXTRA EFFICIENCY IS CLAIMED 


By Cecil F. Herington 


66% I'S getting on toward spring now, boys,” re- 
marked the Old Builder, resuming his talks on 
heating, “and we can soon count up what our 

coal bill has been for the past winter. I guess the high 
cost of living is just as important to us as to anyone 
and since it has become the proper stunt to inquire 
into the cost of living from every possible point of 
view, let us spend a few minutes looking at our coal 
bills and doing a little figuring. 


“The main cost to operate any heating system is of 
course, the fuel. And the coal which ordinarily is the 
best suited for 
house heating 
is the nut or 
range size, al- 
though egg is 
sometimes 
used in the 
larger furnaces. 
Now, these 
sizes command

a noticeable 
economy in the fuel bill we must use the cheaper 
grades; on the other hand these cheaper grades are at 
the same time of much smaller size. Next to the nut 
coal in size and prices comes what is known as ‘pea’ 
coal, which usually costs about 75 per cent to 80 per 
cent of the price the larger sizes sell for. Still smaller 
and more reasonable in cost, comes the buckwheat and 
rice sizes, which usually cost in the neighborhood of 
50 per cent of the price paid for the ordinary sizes. 

“Pea coal can be burned on most of the common 
erates intended for larger sizes and, in fact, is so 
burned by many people when their draught is sufficient. 
It must be realized, however, that the finer a coal gets 


the more closely it packs and the harder it is to get a 


proper amount of air through the fire in order to burn 
the coal completely, effectively and economically. 
“And now,” said the Old Builder, “I can hear some- 
one in the back of the room saying that the cheaper 
and finer grades of coal do not give an equal amount 
of heat. In this they are mistaken; since the finer coal 
are only the screenings obtained when the larger sizes 
are crushed, it follows that pound for pound, the num- 
ber of heat units is the same in both, and therefore if 
properly burned the finer coal will yield the same 
amount of heat. In fact many of the larger power 
houses use these smaller sizes exclusively for the sake 
of economy, even installing forced draught in order 
to burn this kind of coal. There is a heat loss, how- 
ever, which is slightly increased with the use of fine 
coal; this is the chimney loss. With the larger coal the 
flow of air through the fire 
is easier, and therefore the 
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lost this way. This loss 
will hardly ever exceed 10 
per cent and you will see 
that | have taken this into 
account later on. 

“Of course it is out of 
the question for a_ small 
residence to install a blower 
system, on account of the 


expense, but other means 
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erades of coal of which several types seem to have 
met the approval of the general public. 

“The first of these,” continued the Old Builder, “is 
shown in Fig. 1, and is built on the principle of the 
parlor stove, with a magazine into which a large sup- 
ply of fuel is placed. This magazine, which is indi- 
cated by ‘A’ in Fig. 2, is surrounded by a water jacket 
formed by the steam chamber and water tubes and 
allows the coal to fall on to inclined grates, keeping 
the fire of an even thickness and not allowing enough 
coal to fall over the grate to smother the fire by 
choking up the draught through it. 

“This heater is built in the hot water and steam 
types, the heater having two drums, (G) and (H), one 
placed in the front and the other in the rear. These 
are connected by double tubes, (B) and (C), the outer 
and larger tubes connecting the inner faces of the 
drums and the inner or smaller tubes extending 
through the center of the larger tubes, connecting the 
outer faces of the drums as shown in the plan view. 
These tubes and drums are covered with an iron cas- 
ing to keep the hot gases in contact with the tubes. 

“The fire is supported on the inclined grates (D) 
and may be built on one side only if desired in mild 
weather. This boiler is one of the quickest steamers 
known, owing to the large quantity of the water being 
held as a thin film in the tubes with the fire outside and 
the hot gases of combustion passing through the in- 
ner tube on their way to the stack. After burning to 
ashes, the residue is shaken through the grates into 
the ash pit (FE) as in the ordinary boiler. 

“This type of boiler will burn buckwheat coal suc- 
cessfully, although closer attention to the fire is re- 
quired than when larger coal is used. This is a fault 
of the fuel, however, rather than a weakness of the 
boiler. Its first cost is higher than that of the common 
boiler, yet a small computation will prove it a great 
money saver where the additional attendance is not 
important. 

“Suppose one of these boilers is put in a house 


using say 15 tons of coal per annum. If ordinary

stove or nut coal costs about $6.00 per ton, the yearly 
fuel bill will be $90.00. With a boiler using buckwheat 
coal at $3.75 per ton and even allowing 10 per cent 
more coal on account of the chimney draught being 
oper. longer to burn the coal, we have an annual cost 
of only 15 times 1.10 times $3.75 or $61.88. 

“This means an annual saving of at least $28.00 
and it your mortgage money costs 6 per cent, $28.00 
divided by 6 per cent equals $467.00 allowable increase 
in cost of boiler. Since the increased boiler cost will 
probably not be over $100.00, the boiler will actually 
pay the interest on its own additional cost and on 
$366.00 of your mortgage besides. 

“Another type of heater which is even more radical 
than the one just described, is shown in Fig. 3. This 
heater is of the underfeed type and is built in hot water, 
steam and furnace constructions. 

“The idea worked out in this type is most easily con- 
veyed by the well known illustration of a burning can- 
dle. An inverted candle with the flame on the bot-

tom and the tallow or wax fuel on the top, smokes, 
smudges, burns improperly and gives so many un- 
pleasant results that no one would ever stop to even 
consider trying to use a candle in this position. Yet 
the combustion of an ordinary boiler and furnace 
represents just this condition of affairs. By righting 
the candle and putting the flame on top and the fuel 
below, we get a continuous and even combustion with 
none of the previous objections as long as the fuel is 
supplied from the bottom. This idea applied to a 
coal fire means that the coal must be fed from below 
and the ashes fall from the fire so as to leave in- 
candescent coal exposed, as much as possible, at all 
times. 

“How this is accomplished is indicated in Fig. 3. The 
coal is here placed in the hopper (J) and forced into 
the center of the fire pot at (M) by the plunger (L) 
at the bottom of the hopper, this plunger being oper- 
ated by a long lever arm (K). The coal is forced up 
in the center of the fire pot and overflows out onto 
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the surrounding circular grate (Q), the ashes falling 
through the grate bars into the ash pit (O) and the 
entire top of the mass being incandescent during and 
after the stoking period—a time when most fires are 
temporarily dead and valueless as far as heating effect 
is concerned, caused by the large 
amount of fresh coal thrown over 
the bright coal. 

“Owing to the long lever arm 
(K), the force necessary to feed 
the fire in this manner is very small 
and the filling up of the hopper 1s 
much easier than coaling up the 
high magazine in the first type 
described. 

“It will be appreciated that this 
arrangement gives a fire that is 
never banked and there are no waits 
‘for the fire to burn through.’ The 
only attention required is once or 





twice a day to force fresh fuel in 

and to shake the ashes through the grates by means of 
the shaker arm (N). The ashes are removed through 
the ash pit door (P), just as in the ordinary boiler, and 
observation of the fire can be made through the door 
(T). The top door (S) is for cleaning out the flue 
spaces in the top, so as to keep the apparatus at its 
highest efficiency. 

“This type of heater is constructed for furnace use 
as indicated in Fig. 4, the coal being placed in the 
hopper in the same manner as previously described and 
the fire pot having a cast-iron radiator (R) set on 
the top, through which the hot gases pass on the way 
to the smoke pipe cinnection (S). The whole appa- 
ratus is encased in the furnace casing (T), which 
keeps the air in contact with the fire pot and radiator, 
so as to heat it rapidly. The hot-air pipes are taken 
from the top of this furnace in exactly the same man- 
ner as the ordinary furnace, and its operation is exactly 
the same, the only exception being the increased effi- 
ciency due to the fire always being bright and its 
ability to consume satisfactorily the cheaper grades 
of fine coal that it is not possible to burn on the 
ordinary grates. 

\nother type of economical boiler suitable for larger 
installations such as schools, or apartment houses, is 
shown in Fig. 5. This is what is known as the “fire- 
box down-draft” type and endeavors to secure com- 
plete combustion by means of two grates one above 
the other. 

Most of us know that the discharge of black smoke 
from a chimney indicates poor combustion and a cor- 
responding loss of heat in the fire by not entirely con- 
suming the gases. This, of course, means bigger coal 
bills and increased expense. 

In the fire-box boiler the fire is built on the upper 
erate (G-1), which is made up with large open spaces. 
As soon as the coal commences to burn and break

into small pieces it falls through and is caught on the 
finer grate (G-2), where it forms an incandescent 
bed. All the gases formed by the fresh coal on grate 
(G-1), are carried down and forced to pass through 
the incandescent bed of coal on grate (G-2), thus con-

suming them. From this point they are carried 
through the tubes (T) and around the end, back along 
the drum of the flue (I*) from which they enter the 
chimney. 

The draught being drawn from the upper grate 
down onto the lower is the reverse of the ordinary 
air flow, thus giving the furnace the name of “down- 
draft.” 


The Old Building Quarrel 


The old quarrel between friends and foes of the 
festive skyscraper goes merrily on, and is centered 
just now in Minneapolis. The same old arguments 
are cited in the same old way, and the amount of un- 
prejudiced, common-sense reasoning done on the sub- 
ject is negligible. 

It is reported from New York that recent sky- 
scrapers have not paid, that the great record breaker 
is still empty in all its upper floors, and that tenants 
in other top-lofty structures are seeking rooms nearer 
the ground. If this be true, the quarrel referred to 
is likely to become somewhat less bitter, but like other 
disputes, it will last until “settled right.” 

The proposition of Ernest Flagg, architect of the 
Singer tower, seems to come nearer a rational solu- 
tion of the problem than any other yet offered. Flagg 
would fix a height to which all buildings might go. 
The man who wished to build higher could do so—on 
25 per cent of the area of his lot. He might buy of 
his neighbors their rights in this upper air, but in no 
case could more than one-quarter of a block be covered 
by structures of more than the standard height. 

The effect of such a building ordinance would be to 
build up a city of towers. The possible beauties of 
such construction need no exposition, while it would 
insure a larger proportion of rooms with light and 
air than any level system could do.

HELPFUL IDEAS AND SUGGESTIONS FOR CARPETERS, CABINET MAKERS AND MACHINE WOODWORKERS 


By Wm. C. Jasbury 


SPEAKING ABOUT STAIRS AND HAND 
RAILS, nowadays it is a very rare thing to see a 
flight of stairs put up of the old fashioned toad-back 
rail, walnut, neck balusters, newel, caps, and cap. This 
style has passed away, never to return, during our 
administration. And honestly it would take a carload 
of Sherlock Holmeses and a microscope as large as the 
Lick lens to find any beauty and style in them; so they 
are on the go and go they may. There seems to be 
a style with the architects of today that resemble the 
newel cap situation, as in the illustration. The im- 
provement is a good one, as it shows more artistic 
taste and gives a chance to show different kinds of 
wood and does away with walnut, a wood to some 
people, only fit to make casket handles, and gun stocks 
(both pertaining to death). 

But to speak about the round cap where the rail 
miters into it, same as A and B, the cap is turned on 
the lathe, but not to the same contour as the rail. If 
it 1s made exactly the same contour, it will fit with 
overwood, on the part of the rail; the cap must be

turned the same shape as the section of the miter. 
This insures a neat fit. The degrees of this miter 
depends on the shape and style of -the rail to some 
extent. In a case where the cap is square in plan, 
the cap and the rail will be the same contour, but not 
so with a round cap. Some cases where the rail runs 
into the cap twice, the miter has to be short; and some 
cases the joint will have to be coped and mitered 
owing largely to the shape of the rail, as some of the 
young draughtsmen of to-day are making rail shapes 
that would frighten a hearse. 

This style of stair rail is much used in birch rail 
and newel caps, poplar newels and balusters, the pop- 
lar painted and the birch stained mahogany, as some 
call birch Wisconsin Mahogany. This treatment goes 
very well if they carry it out by painting the risers 
white and treads birch mahogany, with white strings. 
This makes a neat design and goes far in furnishing 
the house, as it is a decorative and commodious feature 
both.

To Clean Brickwork 

To the Editor: Westfield, Ill 

I have just completed a brick veneer house, and would like 
for you to tell me how to clean the brick walls. The brick 
are rock faced, and we used red mortar stain. 

About how long should rock plastering stand before the 
wood finish is put on? The house was plastered without 
any doors or windows. The first coat has been on two weeks 
and the white coat one week. E. W. MANN. 

Answer: In regard to removing mortar from brickwork, 
it is commonly done by using a weak solution of muriatic 
acid and water, applied to the wall by means of a stiff fiber 
brush or a wire brush. This solution should be made about 
one part acid to ten parts water. Care should be taken to 
prevent the acid solution from collecting in the mortar joints, 
since the acid will have the same effect upon the mortar in 
the joints that it has upon the mortar on the face of the 
brickwork. 

Hard wall plaster should stand until it is thoroughly dried 
out before attempting to place the wood finish. In extremely 
favorable cases, the finish may be placed within 24 hours 
after the hard wall plaster is on the. wall.

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How to Make a Combination Writing Desk

ET the material cut to size in the mill and re- 
move all mill marks. First, take the two sides 

and taper off one edge, as shown on plan, and 
cut grooves on the inside to receive shelves. Also 
dado the back of them to receive the ceiling, or what- 
ever material is bought for the back. Ceiling is pre- 
ferred, as it makes a better looking back. Bottom 
should be sawed out next, or this can be done in the 
mill before material is taken home. 

The shelves and middle and bottom rails should next 
be fixed up. These should be 301% inches long to 
within one inch of the front, so the groove will not 
show on the sides. They should be made of 12-inch 
material and the back dressed down so it will fit closely 
to the back. The top of lower shelf should be gained 
out to receive the back of desk, as it is not necessary 
for back to extend to the bottom of desk. Middle 
rail should be blind doweled to middle shelf and the 
desk is then ready to put in the clamps. Put glue in 
the grooves and as the material is all one inch stuff, 
it will probably be better to secure it with barbed nails, 
puttying the nail holes after the desk has been stained.

INEXPENSIVE ICELESS REFRIGERATOR FOR COUNTRY

Many country homes which cannot have ice must 
depend on other means for keeping milk, butter and 
farm products cool. Nothing is better and cleaner 
than a concrete vat sunk in the ground in the milk 
house and fed by a spring or with water from the 
well on its way to the stock watering tanks. The 
size of the vat is dependent on the needs. For a 
farm with a small dairy, sufficient space is to be 
had in a tank 4 feet 2 inches by 7 feet 2 inches in 
the clear, by 23 inches deep and with 5-inch walls

The forest products laboratory at Madison, Wis., has made 
4,000 tests on the strength of American woods. 





The gathering and selling of acorns is a new industry, in 
Arkansas, to supply Eastern nursery firms with material for 
forest planting. 

Thirty different wood preservatives are in commercial use 
in the United States; many of them utilize creosote of one 
sort or another; others require chemical salts. 








Last year the forest service distributed 116,000 basket wil- 
low cuttings: 15,000 to forest schools, 20,000 to agricultural 
experiment stations, and 81,000 to individuals.

Raising a Heavy Roof 
To the Editor: Rochester, N. Y. 

I find in your question department a letter from Mr. T. H. 
Brunnen, contractor, Karnos P. O., Manitoba, asking the 
best way to proceed in raising a cottage roof. I had con- 
siderable experience in various lines of carpenter work before 
I reformed and began to devote my entire attention to con- 
crete and I remember distinctly a job of this kind that I put 
through a few years ago. 

The building in question was an old-fashioned residence, 
about 30 by 38 feet, with a roof framed of heavy timbers and 
of probably double the weight of the usual roof as now built. 
The owner wished to raise this about 5 or 6 feet and we 
tackled the job in mid-winter. I am inclosing a sketch show- 
ing the method used. 

First, the floors were shored up at four points, over which 
the cribs were built for raising. Two long timbers, 4 by 6, 
were obtained and fastened up under the rafters in such a 
position as to have, to a certain extent at least, the weight of 
the roof balanced over the sticks. Two 6 by 6 timbers were 
then placed crosswise and blocking built up underneath. 
Additional collar beams were spiked on temporarily low down 
to the rafters, to prevent any possibility of spreading. The 



































roof was raised in this way without any difficulty and seemed 
perfectly secure, even though we had a very high wind during 
part of the time. 

I might add that it is a good precaution as the cribs become 
rather high, to insert 2 by 4’s as a part of the blocking 
extending to one crib from another. This binds the four 
cribs into a perfectly substantial base. 

Unless some subscriber sends in a better solution of the 
problem, this may be what your inquirer wants, but will, of 
course, have to use good judgment in proportioning his mate- 
rials to the weight of the roof to be raised, but with plenty 
of blocking at hand, the job would present no difficulty.

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To Raise Cottage Roof 


To the Editor: Hayesville, Ohio. 

I take notice that T. H. Brunnen wants to know how to 
raise a cottage roof. Make four troughs 8 feet long, using 
a 2 by 4 and a 2 by 6, and put one on each corner and spike 
on outside of building as guides. Cut eight braces of 6 feet 


run and eight braces of 2 feet run; cut these out of 1 by 6 
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A method of shoring and raising a heavy roof by means of cribbing. 
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and nail to plates and ties to keep the troughs in place. This 
puts four braces to each corner. Cut corner studding off 
before putting on trough, judging from the height that it is 
to be raised. You can work from inside. Bore ™%-inch hole 
in corner studding 2 inches down and get two ™%-inch bolts 
to reach studding and trough to hold roof while changing 
jacks. As you raise to the height of jacks, bore a hole, insert 
bolt, draw bolts tight and it will hold roof while making 
change. Put all of upper ceiling joists in before you start 
to raise and fasten as many to rafters, as possible, as this 
will keep roof from spreading. Leave plate fast to the rafters 
and cut studding off 4 or 5 inches from plate and this will 
give place to spike cripples to. 

I have raised two roofs this way, and have had no trouble. 
One 24 by 32 and one 18 by 26. A. E. Rusa.

How to Raise the Roof 


To the Editor: Armour, N. Dak. 

In reply to the inquiry of Mr. Brunnen, of Karnas P. O., 
Monitoba, in regard to raising the roof of a house, he can 
do it without removing the shingles or cornice (unless to 
replace with different style) by first removing the siding 
below frieze, then staying roof at plate by nailing girts from 
one plate to the other. Use 6 by 6-inch timbers on a common 
building for jack rests. Place jacks every 2 to 6 feet apart 
under plate. Cut your studding and start your jacks together 
and keep them so, and when run up their length, block up 
crib style under plate. Also crib up for new jack stands. 
Continue operation until roof is the desired height. Cut 
studs to fit in, plumb up and level your roof; nail in your stud- 
ding; brace the roof by side stages from inside; remove the 
jacks and the job is completed. 

I also enclose card photo of a job I did last year in this 
part of the country. We get lots of experience in this line 
and so far J] have not had the least damage.

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A Plumb Rule for Setting Grounds 
To the Editor: Steubenville, Ohio. 

Recently when I was working as a journeyman carpenter, 
I found a number of contractors that never set grounds around 
the openings on cheap jobs, for the system they used was too 
expensive. I find with my rule, one man can set at least six 
openings with grounds to one the old way some contractors 
use. I will now describe the plumb rule used for setting 
grounds for the plasterer to work to. 

Take two pieces of dry white pine, 144 by 4 inches, which 
will be used for the gauge and straight edge, then take two 
cleats, 7% by 6 by about 14 inches long, strike a center line 
across each one for plumb line and then spacing two straight 
edges '% inch less than the finished door jamb will be, fasten 
the two cleats with screws about 10 inches from each end.

shown. Now, since the projection of the moulds are the

A Handy Door Holder

Method of Setting Jambs 


lo the Editor: Topeka, Kan. 

[ was much interested in Mr. Hicks’ article in the February 
issue On a quick way to set door jambs. I think his way is 
a good one; but mine is, for me, a better one, and when | 
say mine I do not mean that it is wholly original with me, 
for | have a way of appropriating any new idea whenever | 
find a helpful one. 

When knocking the jambs together 
feet long, and measure its exact length below the head jamb, 
marking it on each jamb with a sharp knife. Then I take 
a straight edge, and after marking on it the exact width of 
the opening at the top, I nail it across the bottom, taking 
pains to have the top of it exactly even with the marks on 
the jambs and also to have the marks showing the width 


I take a pole, say 6 


just right. 

Next, I set the jamb in place on the stud that is most 
nearly plumb, and instead of climbing up to level the head 
jamb I put the level on the straightedge, and when that is 
level, of course the head jamb will be level. When one side 
is higher than the other, I scribe both rule 
and both are quickly cut off. I can do it in less time than 
[ can get the exact difference at the top. It is not

What Caused the Cracks ? 
To the Editor: Wayland, Iowa. 

1 have a few questions I wish to ask through the cor- 
respondence department of your paper. 

About three or four years ago our school house burned 
down, leaving a good foundation as high up as the grade line, 
and the 4-foot wall above grade was rebuilt with cement 
blocks up to the first floor joist. The outside was built up 
with home-made cement bricks, by the same men that made 
the blocks; and the walls were backed up with old clay brick 
from the structure that burned down. Now we notice that 
there is a check or crack in the brickwork outside, from 
the lower window to the basement window, and also the 
same between the second story to the first story window. This 
is in every window on the outside, and there is something 
like twenty-eight windows in each story. 

On the inside of the rooms there are only five or six cracks 
that show. Now why does the building crack on the outside 
and not on the inside? Is it on account of the cement brick, 
and clay brick being used on the inside? There is no check 
or crack to be seen in the old stone foundation that remained. 

Please publish this and let us have some answers to the 
above questions.

Since you are willing to answer questions, I have one to 
ask. How can I find the length of the sides of polygons? 
I know how to get the miters after I get the sides, but can 
vou give me a rule that will solve all of them?

Answer: To know the miter and what determines it is the 
key to the whole situation. We have gone over this a 
great many times in the past and cannot give space this time 
to go into the whyfores of the case. 

Briefly, here are the figures to use on the steel square for 
the miters, as follows: 


Triangle, 12 and 2019/24; square, 12 and 12; pentagon, 12 


and 817/24; hexagon, 12 and 611/12; heptagon, 12 and 
5 19/24; octagon 12 and 423/24; nonagon, 12 and 43%; deca- 
gon, 12 and 311/12; undecagon, 12 and 314; dodecagon, 12 
and 35/24. We trust we have gone far enough to suit 
most any one. The latter figures in each case will represent 
the side of steel square on which to make the cut. These 
figures also represent the length of the side of the polygon 
to each foot of its inscribed diameter.

How To Make a Strong Door 


To the Editor: Red Lake Falls, Minn. 
Here is a barn door hung with hinges and shows the way I 
usually construct the frame of the door. The main thing I 
wish to bring out is the extension of the brace to the outer 
edge of the door and by placing the 6-inch flooring up and 
down, the brace will help the cross-piece at the top and bottom 
in holding the flooring straight. I also use 1 by 8-inch stuff 
on each side of the door. This makes the frame more attract- 
ive and much stronger. Besides, it furnishes an excellent 
place to set the hinges and lock.

Setting Door Jambs and Fitting Doors 


To the Editor: White Lake, S. D. 
I have réad the AMERICAN CARPENTER AND BUILDER for 
some time and have never before offered any information. 


| Here is my method for setting door jambs and fitting doors, 
which may interest some brother carpenter. 


I true up the jambs on bench, allowing an inch for hinge 


| on the side I want the door to swing from. As we have 
| been using half surface butts, I use a butt mortiser attached 


to common chisel, making a much faster and a better job 
than can be done with just a chisel. I tack a straightedge 


| across the jamb 12 inches from the bottom, to see if the jamb

Going After the Mill Man 
To the Editor: Knob Noster, Mo. 

It seems the proper thing for nearly every one, at some 
time or other, to take a shot at the mill man. Now, there is 
one of his faults that has caused me considerable annoyance 
at different times. As far as I know, his attention has 
never been called to it, through the building journals. It is 
this: 

\lmost invariably when I have used window frames from 
the mill, I have had trouble in setting the sash, because they 
fail to leave any clearance. Now, every one knows, or ought 
to, that if a sash is 134 inch thick, it will not work unless 
the sash-way is a little more than 13@ inch. It frequently 
happens that a little allowance is made here, but it ought to 
be equally plain that if a sash is 2 feet 4% inches wide the 
frame should be a little wider. But whoever heard of a 
mill putting out a frame any wider than the net width of the 
sash? (They often make them narrower.) I have often 
had to cut the sides of the sash until it became necessary 
to recut the grooves. Why will the mill man persist in 
making frames this way, when it is just as easy to allow a

To Scribe the Stringer to Stair 
To the Editor: Brazoria, Texas. 

Mr. Pagan has made me feel like breaking into the family. 
He wants to know how to scribe and fit a string board over 
treads and risers in place. Well, Alex, I will say, first, that 
an expert stairman would hardly plead guilty, but if such 
a case should turn up in the way of repair work, I would 
tackle the job in the manner given below: 

Since a method of cutting around the nosing of treads 
would, under the circumstances, require too many lines, which 
would make my explanation look like a geometrical puzzle, 
I will give the next best method. Saw out the nosing of all 
treads so as to form a correct corner in line with tread and 
riser, as shown in Fig. 2. 

Fig. 1 gives an idea of how stringer should slip in between 
wall and projecting nosing of tread.

Expeditious method for laying out stair stringers 


Now use a pitch-board, 1, 2, 3, as shown in Fig. 2, holding 
the same firm against riser and scribe line 1-2 on the stringer. 
After all of the risers and treads have been scribed, we are 
ready to place the stringer on the trestles and by using a 
a steel square, we place the blade exactly on line 1-2 and 
slide along until the tongue of the square intersects line A 
and BB. This will give correct cut to fit riser, provided 
the pitcn-board used is perfectly square angled. 

Now, since I have myself going, and at the possible risk 
of bringing down the house, I am going to draw attention 
to another method of stair building extensively used. This 
consists of nailing riser to rough horses, cut out run and 
rise on stringer, nail into place, wedge risers to conform to 
cuts and fit treads with butt joint to stringer—and there 
you are. You will perhaps be miles away by the time results 
appear.

It is unquestionably i 
close touch with yards in all parts of the country, 
and as their plan is marked “Ideal,” it is safe 
to assume that it represents the best judgment 
and desire of the average retail yard man, plus 
the expert knowledge of the American Lumber- 
man. 

We have no desire to criticise them, in fact, 
we fully agree that it does represent actual con- 
ditions in the average yard today. 

But we call your attention to the fact that less 
than 134% of the space (244 sq. ft. out of 14,375 
sq. ft.) is set aside for sash, doors and moulding; 
a very important stock from the contractor’s 
standpoint.

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Saving at the Spiggot 


A good many men have deluded them- 
selves with the idea that when a scoopful 
of “inerts” is thrown into a‘pot of paint 
something is saved on the cost of a job of paint- 
ing.

By W. Alling

Painters and the Fire Hazzard 
By M. G. Bennett 
General Manager Samuel Cabot, Inc. 

It is rumored that there is under way a campaign to pre- 
vent the use of woodwork in buildings—a campaign to have 
laws and ordinances passed all over the country to prevent 
the use of woodwork. These campaigns have been started 
with a great sound of disinterested desire to prevent confla- 
gration, and in order to make the first step easier the attack 
has been centered upon shingles. 

This campaign has succeeded in many places where ordi- 
nances have been passed prohibiting the use of shingles on 
roofs, only to be repealed again after the public became 
aware of what had happened and it had been made plain to 
them that the attacks upon shingles had been tremendously 
exaggerated. 

Further steps have been taken in many places, and in 
New York it has been proposed to absolutely abolish wood- 
work in buildings over 150 feet high. 

The painter has a responsibility in this, for it is more than 
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ever up to him to handle his work so that there can be no 
criticism from the fire-prevention standpoint. 

Probably the most flagrant contribution that the painter 
ever makes to the fire risk is the reckless use of kerosene, 
benzine and similar dangerous inflammable thinners and 
cheapeners for paint products. It is not stating the case too 
strongly to say that the presence of benzine in the ordinary 
shingle stain as made by painters, and paint dealers as well, 
has done more than any other one thing to strengthen the 
original arguments against wooden shingles. A chemical 
analysis of more than twenty-five shingle stains made by 
painters, paint dealers and paint manufacturers has shown 
that they all contain from 50 per cent to 70 per cent of kero- 
sene or benzine, or some other dangerously inflammable petro- 
leum distillate. A little creosote is usually added to furnish 
a smell, but not enough to serve any other useful purpose. 
Such shingle stains are not only dangerous to have around a 
building, but when the shingles are saturated with them a 
match will set fire to the whole house, and an owner who 
will permit his house to be done with such stains (if he 
knows it) is a bigger fool than his cook who kindles the 
kitchen fire with kerosene. There are numerous cases on 
record where such stains have caused fires, and now that the 
cities and towns are drawing up their ordinances, many of 
them are taking cognizance of the character of. shingle stains. 
In Milwaukee, for example, shingle stains were examined, and 
Cabot’s was the only one that was found free from inflam- 
mable ingredients and with a flash point so high that it was 
considered safe to use. 

This is but one item, and painters and paint dealers should 
consider in what way they can reduce the fire risk in all of 
their operations, because if the campaign of the “fireproof” 
substitute is successful, it will not only make our dwelling 
houses much less attractive, but will tremendously reduce 
the use of paint, varnish and similar materials.

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An Answer to the Millwork Question 

Not so very long ago, people bought millwork—windows, 
doors and finish, just as they bought bill stuff—so much 
studding, so many openings of doors or sash, so many hun- 
dred feet of moulding, so many thousand shingles. They 
would get figures and tell the low man to send the stuff out. 

Think of it! The doors and trim that they would live 
with and see every day of their lives, selected with as little 
care, almost, as the cellar joists. Perhaps the front door 
received some attention, usually confined to the size and shape 
of the glass. 

Those were the good old days for the western factories, 
turning out thousands of doors, all white pine and all just 
alike, and for the retail dealer who bought carloads of them— 
all the same, except as to size.
